On Thursday' we tried to show that 
the efl'ect of a successful demand on 
Canada for the survey of Pine lliver 
Pass before railway work shall be under- 
taken in any other part of the Province 
would prove disastious in its conse- 
quences and eiVects. iiusiness is bad 
enough now. It woukl bo completely 
paralyzed then. It is with the object 
of averting so disastrous a consequence 
that we asked the OttaAva Government, 
while acceding to the very reasonable 
request to reopen the surveys on 
the Mainland — to construct the 
promised lii.c of railway between Es- 
quimalt and Nanaiino; and, so as to 
assure the greatest amount of advant- 
age to the Province from railway ex- 
penditure, we suggested that a lino 
from Yale to Savona be commenced 
simultaneously with tiiat from Nanni- 
mo to Es([uinialt, so that tlio country 
would bo inunediatcly placed in a j)0- 
sition to feed the army of workmen 
and the sudden inllu.x: of poj'ulation 
that would follow in their train instead 
of sending abroad for the necessaries 
of life which are i-aised in abundance 
in the interior, but are shut out from a 
market becau.se of want of cheap and 
expeditious coninuiuicalion with the 
seaboard. We can seenotliing sectional 
in that proposition. In trutli, it would 
appear to be the only broad and com- 
prehensive mode of dealing with the 
question in a spirit of fairness tow^ards 
the whole Province. .Senator jMacdox- 
ALD's proposition, we must be allowed 
to say, in etlbut calls for a delay of 
railway work while the new pass is in 
course of examination. Engineers state 
that that examination would consume 
two years. Say that it only required 
one year, and that then it was not 
found to bT practicable, would not the 
country have lost the bouelit of the ex- 
penditure that would have come from 
the commenceraeut of the lines jno- 
posed by us, and if it proved to bo 
practicable, would not the main line 
bejust so far advanced as the Isiand 
lin? counted miles made? Wc assume 
that the railway, to meet the aim of 
its projectors, and to be of real 
value to the Dominion and a success- 
ful competitor of the American lines, 
must find its way to Esquinialt. This 
assumption may be erroneous ; but why 
any Victorian shoukl object to tiie 
construction of that line, when, in any 
event, it must prove of iucalcuhibin ad- 
vantage to the country, it is difficult to 
understand. We observe that our morn- 
ing contemporary — which never at- 
tempts to argue any (juestion — endorses 
Senator Macuo.n'ald's views, and says; 

"Wo quite agree witli .Senator Mao- 
donakl that it is in the higliest degree in- 
expedient and unwise to ask for any 
other than tho m dn lino at present." 

So our contemporary agrees witli 
Senator AIacdo.vald, docs it? Surely 
it has committed its lesson badly to 
memory, for we find thai for several 
months past itlias strenuously advocated 
the railway policy of the Local Govern- 
ment and the memorial passed by the 
House, which ]jrays thai, 

"In tho event of tlio Doniinion Guvcrn- 
ment failing to carry into ult'ect tho terms 
of aettleinont of 187-1, vn or bej'urc the jird 
day of May nnJii, your Majesty will bo 
graciously piuuscd tu see lit to order and 
direct, etc., etc." 

What is the settlement of 1874? It 
is tho OAHNAnvo.v terms, wliich require 
that the railway from "Esquimalt to 
Nanaimo should be Liegun at once," and 
that the "JJouiinion Governnieut should 
greatly iucrea.se the strength of the 
surveying parties on the Mainland," 
so that the most practicable route for 
the main line may be obtained at an 
early date. Now, we submit that our 
contemporary, iu its anxiety to con- 
demn 2'he Colonist, figures as an 
opponent of the Local Govern- 
ment who ai'O its ciiief patrons 
and its strongest friends, (i) If 
the main line has not yet been selected, 
how can railway work be begun before 
the first of Blay next? and is not the 
article of our contemporary really a 
proposition for further delay by object- 
-ing to the commencement of rail- 
way work except on the main lino ! 
Wo acquit our contenipoi-ary of inten- 
■ tionally and designedly opposing the 
policy of tho Local Government; but 
wo cannot hplji saying that if it would 
give a little more thought and take a 
little more care in the preparation of its 
articles on such momentous subjects as 
the railway, it would not be found so 
frequently running counter to tho Gov- 
ernment which gives it a generous sup- 
port. If the Cakxarvon Terms are not 
carried out by May tho 1st, 1S79, then 
Separation will be in order; and if the 
main line hy that time has not been 
selected how can railway work bo com- 
menced before that date, since our con- 
temporary, "agreeing with Senator 
Macdonald," declines to accept any 
but work done on the ninin line? Is 
that the drift of Senator Macdonald's 
• argument? Wcdid not so understand it. 



The finances of Russia appear by all 
accounts to ho in a state of deplorable 
confusion. General GiiKio, the new 
Russian Minister, is in Paris, and is 
reported to be endeavoring to cflcct a 
loan. The security oflerod is said to be 
the sale ,of ■tlie,.tobacco monopoly for 
the'entire ehipirc,' br'a pledge of the 
woods and forests. Meanwhile, the in- 
ternal condition of the whole Russian 
Empire is such as miglit excite the 
compassion of its worst foes, so great 
is the sufl'ering of the people fron\ ex- 
treme poverty. Discontent is rife 
throughout the Empire, and needs, in- 
deed, in, the eyes of the Russian. Gov- 
ernment, the' diversion of a foreign 
war which increased the jmper currency 
by five hundred million roubles, that is 
sixty millions sterling, besides adding 



seventy million roubles, or .say nine 
millions sterling, to the annual interest 
on the national debt. This last figure 
is half as much again as the highest es- 
timate made before the war broke out, 
and it represents an addition of no 
less than two hundred millions sterling 
to the capital of the debt. Retrench- 
ment being imj)0ssible, especially in 
the military department, an increase of 
taxes and Custom dues is contemplated. 

Liquor Liconsos. 



Editor Coioxise: — I should like to 
know what rule ajjplies or what law 
governs the dispensing of liquor licen- 
ses in this place. By the manner that 
licenses have been granted broadcast 
in this neighborhood with tho last 
twelve months it seems to me that some 
definite rule should bo made, that tho 
permission may bo based on sound busi- 
ness principles, reason and common 
sense. When no law, reason or the 
common [)rinciples of business guide 
those who for tho time being liave tho 
])Ower to grant thesi; liconsos, what are 
we to expect but competition from any 
numbskull envious of his neighbor's 
bread and cheese, and that competition 
in sparsely peopled localities is syn- 
onymous with ruin. Under such cir- 
cumstances tho sooner some rule is 
established apart from tho whim, ca- 
price or discretion of (unfortunately by 
their action in the past) men utterly 
unable or unwilling to use their power 
aright — I say the sooner some Tuie is 
established the better. 

The retail litjuor dealers pay a heavy 
and special tax for tho privilege, and in 
tho fitness of things they are ciUitlod 
to sjieciifl protection. Tho absurd 
theory that governed under Mayor 
Urunimond's regime, that the more tho 
better, is too peurile for attack. I 
should not even alhule to it were it not 
that this same theory has been carried 
into i)ractice lately with a vengeance. 

To show, sir, the injustice of tliis 
pi-omiscous licensing: Say I keep an 
old-established house. I've paid my li- 
cense for six months. When so doing 
there was no thought or word of new 
establishment.s. I wake up some morn- 
ing and there in less than a liop, skip 
and jumji, is a rival establishment, iind 
that too in a neighborhood that wa« 
already overdone with such ijlaces. I 
sa}- that such a system of managing 
public afFairs is a bcggardly injustice 
to the struggling establishments whom 
it injures. And then to hoar the men 
who have the option of licencing say 
with a .snicker, "another !?100 for the 
exdiequer," I should certainly think 
them lacking in all public qualities but 
tliosf> befitting a farmer of taxes in 
Turkey. Does kissing go by favor in 
such instances, or are the grantors of 
these licenses too morally weak to say 
"No," although they know well that 
tiieir "Yea" will be doing an injustice 
to a dozen others. The sooner such 
power is taken from such hands the 
better. 

I would call upon the proprietors of 
all old established houses to at once 
form themselves into a protective asso- 
ciation. Let them do so with an ener- 
gy befitting live business men so that 
they may at least have a say in aii'airs 
that efTect their most vital interests.

Looking to a New Source For 
Gold.. — The Placer Herald says: A 
gentleman by tho name of Allen Oliver, 
who has thoroughly prospected this 
country for gold, has come to the con- 
clusion, in his own mind, that the 
riches of California are not iu the 
quartz, only in veiy limited quantities. 
That tho main grand original source of 
gold is only partially understood. He 
considers that the rock known as 
porphpry, or as he terms it, metallic 
ashes, is the original source from 
whence issues all the gold that has ever 
been discovered in California or any 
other country. So conlirmed is he in 
ojjinioii as to be induced to invent ma- 
chinery for the express purpose of ex- 
tracting the precious metal from this 
porphyry or mctallicashes. IMachincry 
has been manufactured in San Fran- 
cisco by Jno. Lockliead at a great 
expense, and is now at Auburn 
Station, on it.s way to its final lo- 
cation. It was at one time intended 
to have this machinery erected near the 
mouth of Volcano Canyon, on the mid- 
dle fork of American river, but as it ap- 
pears to be very diflicult to obtain 
teams to move it to that locality, it is 
more than probable that it will bo 
erected on the American river, near 
Auburn, and be run by water from 
the Bear river ditch. The machineiy, 
which is very massive, was set up in 
San Francisco, and found to work to 
the .satisfaction of all c(jnccnied.

Wo find tho following in our files of 
the Hongkong Press: 

News of a very serious rebellion in 
Kwang-si has reached us. It is stated 
that a brigadier-general named Li lias 
revolted and i.s at the heail of r)0,000 
men under arms He ha.s been di.sap- 
pointed in not receiving some prefer- 
ment he coveted, and has sold hi.s es- 
tates and put himself at the head of a 
revolutionary movement. Li Yung- 
choi is a native of Ling-chow, in 
Kwang-si, and about forty-five years of 
age. Whether the movement will 
spread into Hunan, a province noted 
for the turbulence and disaffection of 
its people, or will first extend south to- 
word Annam and Yunnan, as the Chi- 
nese rijport it is doing, remains to be 
seen. Under any circumstances there 
should be little doubt but tltat the Im- 
perial government will bo able to suc- 
cessfully cope with the rebellion, al- 
tiiough it may take .some time before 
they succeed in staying its progi'esa. 
At present Li is said to bo carrying 
all before him. 

It is, we believe, a fact that the 
Chinese authorities have not, up to 
the present date, made si single arrest 
on tieeount of tho Wii-sliih-shan riot 
and incendiarism, in which the Wn.s- 
leyan Church JMission was destroyed. 

It is notified in the circular of the 
Governor of Canton that the wearing 
of winter hats will bo commenced on 
the morning of tho 26th inst. 

The Futar of Fukien has degi-aded 
General Sun on account of making 
false reports to the government of his 
last engHgemnnt with the savages in 
Black Rock bay, for which ho at the 
time was rewarded with a yellow jack- 
et, and which he had to give up, and 
besides that he is degraded two more 
steps. 

The insurrection in Formosa is, we 
are informed, at an end — the aboriginCH 
having been defeated in a heavy en- 
gageincut. No prisoners were taken — 
a significant fact. 

Japan. 

The Yokohama Guzette says: The re- 
cent outbreak of cholera in Nagasaki, 

dftails of which we have published 
from time to time, has once more di- 
rected attention to the- necessitv of 
taking some measures for tho protec- 
tion of places as yet free from this di. 
sease. Fortunatel}-, the disease pre- 
vailing in Nagasaki does not appear to 
be very serious, partaking, w<! believe, 
more of the sporadic than of the malig- 
nant Asiatic tybe. 

News of a terrible disaster has 
reached us, It ajipcars that a steam 
vessel called the Tokushiiua-Maru, re- 
cently built to ply between Osaka and 
Awa, left the former place on the 28th 
of October on her first and last voyage. 
At 11 a.m. on that day, when 
ofi" Tanda, some gunpowder Indon 
on board exploded, instantly de- 
stroying the vessel. Eighty-throe 
passengers, with tho whole of tho crow, 
twelve in number, were lost, and in 
the words of a witness of the dreadful 
occurrence, "in a few minutes all was 
over; not a vestige of -wreckage, nor 
sign of struggling humanity marked 
the surface of the calm, blue water."

PETROUUM AND ODAL-TAR TO MELT GLASS AND IRON. 



IFroui the New York World, | 

A warnr, crimson light shone through 
the smoke-stained windows of the boil- 
er-room at the Brooklyn Navy Yard 

for seven liour,s tho other afternoon, al- 
though but four jiounds of coal were 
burned in tho great furnace. The light 
came from an apparatus in the furn.tce 
walls, made by removing bricks that 
visitors might see the flame -within, 
which completely filled the body of the 
furnace. It was alnln^:t white and daz- 
zling as a calcium light. A long iron 
rod was thrust into one of thoni>erturos 
at ;! o'clock-. As it was withdrawn a 
molten ball clung to the end of it, 
which presently, by force of its own 
weight, dropped to the stone flooring, 
leaving a thread behind it. "Let us 
see how long that is," the cleanhanded 
fireman said, and ho walked oil' si.xteon 
feet with the rod before the thread 
broke. "You won't lind any specks or 
impurities in that glass," exclaimed a 
stout, ruddy-faced man in a blue flan- 
nel shirt, and eyes bright with the 
gleam of triumph, as he passtjd a piece 
of tho thread among the visitors, "be- 
eauso there's no sul[)liur in it iind it is 
almost perfectly annealed." The gla.ss 
had been put in the furnace but two 
hours before — tho time allowed for 
melting glass by the common method 
is .sixteen hours, and even then it is 
usually tainted with sulphur. 

The results illustrated by this siniplo 
experiment — many others were after- 
wards made — ami the appearance as 
described of the flame inside of the fur- 
nace, are due to tho invention of a pro- 
cess for iH'oducing steam by the u.se of 
petroleum as fuel. To all appearanecs, 
tho process is a simple one, although it 
cost twenty years of study to per- 
fect it. A gaspipe beginning at a tank 
of petroleum on the floor above the 
boiler-room ends in a short funnel, the 
mouth of which ]irotrudes into the fur- 
nace door. When the valves in the 
pipe are open, a fierce butdelicato sjiray 
of liquid — a mixture of petroleum, coal 
tar and a patient ingi'edient — .shoots 
out from the mouth of tho funnel. 
When this sprav touches a flame, igni- 
tion and combustion occur, and tho 
heat finally resolves it.self into a body 
of white flame, wliich the inventor .says 
would fill a furnace as long as from the 
Battery to Central Park, if a furaace 
so long could be constructed. Tho fun- 
nel-shaped end of tho ])i]ie has much to 
do with tho ntituro of the spniy. When 
mixed with coal tar the petroleum as- 
sumes the consistency of mola.sses, and 
in this form it passes nearly to the end 
of the iron ])ipe, where it is joined by 
the other ingredient, about which the 
inventor speaks reservedly. Its effect 
is to destroy, at least partially, the vo- 
latile and infiammable properties of the 
oil. At the ontraiico to tho funnel the 
liquid comes in contact with a current 
of su|)er-hc!itcd steam, which atomizes 
it. This produces tiic spray which, as it 
leaves tho funnel, ignites and bursts in- 
to flame. It is claimed that tho in- 
flammable ])roportics of the li([nid itself 
have been destroyed, ami that so far 
from exploding, it wouUl have tho ef- 
fect of water and tend to extinguLsh 
the fire if thrown ujion a bed of live 
coals. It is only after atomization 
that the spray is o.xydized or burned. 
When the apparatus is in full blast the 
temperature reaches a heat of 5,000 de- 
grees, which will melt pig iron in less 
tliau fifteen minutes and glass in two 
hours. By an ordinary blast furnace 
it takes two hours to melt iron. 

Tho application of this invention is 
designed to extend to all the industries, 
particularly those in which heat and 
steam are important agents. 
The immediate results of its 
application are perfect combustion, 
intense heat, quickly produced, of ex- 
traordinary evajioration of water and 
pressure of steam, and freedom from 
dust, cinders, sulphur, and the other 
impurities that are necessarily present 
when coal is burned. All this involves 
a great saving in tho cost of fuel, since 
little or no coal would be required to 
keep a furnace in blast, a saving in 
room usually taken up by such fuel 
and a saving in labor required to 
handle it. The daily capacity of the 
furnace will, moreover, be tribled. 
Apart from tlio iui])ortant item of 
economy in time, in the manufacture 
of glass, the absence of sulphur in tho 
flame will permit of the use of open 
instead of closed pots, so that the heat 
may be used directly and tlius improve 
the quality of the glass to such an e.x- 
tont that manufacturers may cut them 
into large plates, avoiding the severe 
loss to which they are now subjected 
liy luiT-ing to cut it into small pieces to 
escape the imperfections which sulphur 
now produces. The pots, moreover, in 
a furnace of this kind may be each kept 
separate, so that one may be removed 
at any time without disturbing any of 
the others. 

In melting iron by this pi-ocess, two 
furnaces are used, one a foot below the 
othei'. Tlie pig metal is thrown into 
the first, and the sulphur is eliminated 
in from six to eight minutes. Then . it 
is run into the second in .such si way 
tliat tho cold air cannot come in contact 
witli it, the i),articlcs thus becoming 
united. It is then subjected to a fresh 
heat, which keeps the liquid iron in a 
constant agitation and drives the car- 
bon from it in from six to eight min- 
utes longer. Thou it is ready for the 
puddlcr. Tlie metal having thus be- 
come entirely freed from carbon and 
sulphur, its adhesiveness is improved; 
one-half the labor and cost of fiiiishing 
is saved, since its quality is excellent, 
and the rpiantity of iron is increased 
100 pounds to the ton of material. In 
addition to thi.s, owing to tho intense 
heat, one puddlcr will turn out in ten 
hours the amount — ten diarges — that 
four puddlers and helpers turn out by 
the common methods in twentv-f our 



hours; the labor of handling coal and 
and removing ashes will be dispensed 
with; no clinkers w ill be formed on tho 
f ui-naco walls, and there -will be no ne- 
cessity of scraping bricks and making 
new hearths almost daily, ns in coni- 
nion furnaces; and the cost of fuel will 
be reduced one-half, and in a furnace of 
thirty tons capaeify a day, the liquid 
iron will be converted into wrought iron 
or steel so cheaply that tho value of 
the metal will he enhanced to double 
its present value. Steel rails may 
thus be made as cheap as iron rails are 
now. Such is the inventor's claim. In 
ii[)plying this invention to the ocean 
steamship business, there will bo tho 
saving in the labor of loading and hand- 
ling 800 tons of coal, and the .space re- 
served for coal may bo used for freight 
at .so much gain — it is estimated at 
.?r),000 — for addition freight charges; 
the fire tloors may reiiiainclosed during 
the voyage, thus obviating the injurious 
effects of draughts of cold air uiion the 
boilers; there will be no carbonization 
of the tubes, necessitating their being 
worn out by scraping; and the smoke 
being consumed, tho vessel may be 
kept cleaner; there will be no danger 
from sparks.
